Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's argument that "Kostreski's header 
contains code identifying a program or source... NOT a header containing a local identifying code, as claimed" (page 3). The examiner 
respectfully disagrees with the applicant' arguments. Examiner implemented Kostreski into Schmidt to show that an information data 
stream can be packetized and in the packet header contains an identifying code, which is for many purposes such as local ID code, 
program, source or destination codes. Examiner implements the method of packetizing and inputting identifying code into packet for 
sharing bandwidth and protecting information data stream in free space. 
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
